1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-5, the prior art of record fails to teach a multi-carrier CDMA transmission 
system with a pilot symbol including: a common pilot symbol for the purpose of 
estimating a channel to each user; and a user-specific pilot symbol that performs 
communication in a channel different from the above described channel. The closest 
reference, Miya (U.S. Patent No. 6,175,558), teaches of a multi-carrier CDMA 
transmission system that reproduces data symbols, multiplies the reproduced data 
symbols by a spreading code and performs multiplex transmission of data, inserting a 
pilot symbol into one channel and performing synchronous detection, but fails to teach 
of the pilot symbol including: a common pilot symbol for the purpose of estimating a 
channel to each user; and a user-specific pilot symbol that performs communication in a 
channel different from the above described channel.
